It was a big day yesterday for Mayor Har- 
rison's “ comprehensive, independent sub- 
way system. 

After an all day discussion, with the mayor 
present, the committee on local transporta- 
tion recommended the measure for passage 
by the c council, : 

While the aldermen were putting the un- 
ishing touches on the mayor's plan in & 
second floor committee room, the executive 
committee of the H.-H. County Democracy 
wes acting on it in the mayor’s outer office 
on the fifth floor. This body recommended 
the plan to the public and started a cam- 


paign for its approval by the voters in the 
election next April. . 


Three Plans Before Electorate. 

The mayor's ordinance is designed to place 
the city in a position to ask for bids on the 
construction of rapid transit bores reaching 
out into all sections of the city. The esti- 
mated cost is placed at $133,000, 000, and as 
the measure is drawn capital must bid on the 
entire system. If ome or more bids are re- 
ceived the mayor proposes to give the voters 
their ci.cice between this-comprehensive un- 
derground traction system and two other 
plans, both for subways in the downtown 
district only, ane for street curs and the 


from such a three pronged referendum. <As 
it is now proposed, the voter may vote Tor“ 
or “against” each of the three schemes. In 


order to win; one must receive more Tor 


votes than either of the others, and this total 
must not be upset by a greater number of 
votes “against” it. There is no requirement 
that it must receive either a majority of the 
votes cast in the election or a majority of 
those cast on the three propositions. 


These Routes Proposed. 

The routes proposed for the comprehensive 
subway system, as adopted by the committee, 
are as follows: 

Two track bore from Lawrence avenue 
along Broadway, Clarendon avenue, and 
Halsted street to Fullerton avenue, to be 
joined by a two track bore from Lawrence 
avenue along Lincoln avenue: from Ful- 
lerton avenue the two routes to unite and 
run, four tracks wide, under Lincoln ave- 
nue and Clagk street to the loop district. 

Through the loop the four tracks to di- 
vide inte two two track systems and unite 
at Polk street, to run under State street 
to Fifty-fifth street, where it is to divide, 
one branch to run west to Western ave- 
nue and the other east on Garfield boule- 
vard and south < on Ellis to Seventy-ninth 
street.

Blast from Black Damp 
Wrecks Stag Canon Work- 


ne at Dawson, N. M.

FIVE RESCUED 10 DATE. 


Dawson, N. M., Oct. 22.—[Special.)—A 
black damp explosion in mine No. 2 of the 
Stag Cafion Fuel company at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon entombed 280 miners. 

Up to a tate hour tonight only five men had 
been rescued, and the fate of the other im- 
prisoned workers ts unknown. 

General Supt. Frank, McDermott and sev- 
eral American miners are among the men 
entombed. The other prisoners are mostly 
Italians. 

The sound of the explosion had hardly died 
away before the work of rescue began, but 
because of the tons of coal and debris in the 
shaft progress was slow. Up to 10 o’clock 
tonight the workers had penetrated the 
shaft only 100 feet. . 

The rescue work was undertaken by men 
from the night shift and from neighboring 
mines, while appeals were sent to other dis- 


tricts for aid. 


Federa) Stations to Rescue. 

J. C. Roberts, superintendent of the federal 
mine rescue stations in the Rocky mountain 
division at Denver, was notified, and he im- 
mediately began preparations to hurry here 
with a rescue car. Aid from Pittsburgh. 
Kas., and Rock Springs, Wyo.. stations has 
been promised. 

The five rescued miners had suffered much 
from gas resulting from the explosion and 
were in no condition to tell what happened at 
the time of the explosion. They are under 
care of physicians who say their recovery * 

uncertain. 

Mine officials believe the entombed men are 
safe. They assert that all precautions had 
been taken for just such an emergency and 
that avenues of escape to other workings 
were open. * 


from Impure Air. 

The greatest danger lies in the impure air 
always incident to an explosion of this char- 
acter. That this is worrying the rescuers is 
made plain by the fact that the workers who 
have penetrated the shaft only a short dis- 
tance are forced to wear oxygen helmets and 
are relieved at short periods. 

The air shaft to the workings immediately 
affected by the explosion is filled with débris 
and the more pessimistic of the rescuers Tear 
the men ate doomed to death by suffocation.. 

By steady work the coal and débris cannot 
be cleared away before tomorrow night at the 
latest.

The principal reasons for the attitude of 
the administration are: First, the trial of 
Bellis is in progress and the outcome may be 
his vindication; and, secondly, Beilis, not 
being a citizen of the United States, inter- 
vention in his behalf might further in- 
juriously affect the already unsatisfactory 
relations existing between the two govern- 
ments. 

The Russian authorities make no secret 
of their attitude of to representa- 
tions in the interest of and, it is said, 
would refuse to receive any communication 
on the subject. They will observe the policy 
adopted in connection with the Kishinev 
massacre several years ago—decliine to listen 
to the views of the people of the United 
States with respect to eee 
fairs.

. Bussia Now Has 
At present the United States has no treaty 


of grace, Russia has continued to accord 
conventional tariff rates to American im- 
ports, though some of the St. Petersburg au- 
thorities favor the application of the mant 
mum rates in retaliation for American de 
nunciation of the treaty of 1882. 

If the agitation with reference to the Bes 
case should persist, the intimation is made 
that the highest tariff rates will be imposed 
on Amerigan products.

Dr. Rosalie Ladova. Arrested for 
Wearing Free and Easy,’ Vic- 
torious in Discussion.

Dr. Rosalie M. Ladova won the first skir- 
mish yesterday in her fight for an ordinance 
permitting women to bathe at public beaches 
in bloomers. 

Since she was arrested last summer at 
a Jackson park beach for doffing her skirt at 
the edge of the water and taking a long 
swim with her nether limbs clad in bloom- 
ers and stockings she calmly has waited for 
her chance to advance her campaign. The 
chance came with a meeting of the city coun- 
cil committee on health, to which had been 
referred her protest against her arrest. 

Other women appeared with her, and she 
presented letters from swimming instructors 
supporting her demands. There was some 
alight indication of disagreement with her, 
but a eubcommittee, composed of Ald. 
George Pretzel, Ald. Jacob A. Freund, and 
Ald. Thomas D. Nash, was appointed to con- 
sider her plea. 


Argues Moral Point. 


Harry H. Hindman, athletic instructor at } 


the University of Wisconsin, wrote that 


man C. B. Cox, swimming director at the 
Chicago Athletic association, did not stop 
there. He argued the moral point, urging 
the skirts and stockings are not needed on 
the basis that half concealment” has a 
psychological effect on the human mind; 
but he held that white, gray, and yellow suits 
of thin material should be prohibited. 

“TI have tried swimming in a woman's full 
skirt.“ wrote Dr. H. H. Hayes, chairman of

In her argument she contended 
bathing beaches should not be used for se- 
eiability ’; one should bathe and go homie, 
Sun baths, she said, should be taken before 
swimming and thé women should be kept in 
a walled inclosure during this process. 

This is the effect of the double standard 
of morality,” she said. “If men areallowed 
to wear tights, why shouldn't women ber” 

Ald. Nash was the most outspoken oppe- 
nent of Dr. Ladova's plan, but he was put on 
the subcommittee because of Chairman Wil- 
lis O. Nance’s ruling that one bachelor should 
act with the two others who are married.

BRITISH WILL REDEEM LAND 


Lloyd-George Gives More Details 
of Proposed Scheme. 


NEW BOARD TO CONTROL. 


Neglected Tracts Will Be Reclaimed 
by Government Funds. 


SWINDON, England, Oct. 22.—Further de- 
tails of the government’s land campaign were 
ven here today by Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer David Lloyd-George. He reiterated 
that it was his object to free British land 
from landlordism and get the people back 
on it.” 

“ The two purposes which the Liberal gov- 
ernment has set for itself are to attract and 
retain the rural population on the land and 
to devise means te develop both the quantity 
and quality of the totel agricultural produc- 
tion of the British Isles,“ he said. “ Every- 
thing will be subordinated to the attainment 
of these two objects. 

** As the first step, it is purposed to estab- 
lish a ministry of lands; with control and su- 
pervision of all questions dealing with the 
users of land both intownandcountry. The 
functions of the present board of agriculture 
will be transferred to the new ministry. 


Take Fand Out of Chancery, 

“The government intends to take the land 
out of chancery. The new ministry will 
operate through commissioners, who will act 
in a judicial capacity and have power to re- 
duce rents. . 

The new ministry of lands is to be given 
full power to acquire at a reasonable price 
all waste, derelict, and neglected tracts of 
land and to plant them with forests and to 
reciaim and drain the springs on such land 
with a view to their cultivation to the full 
limit of their possibilities. 


Fair Wage for Laborers, 

“The establishment of a fair »minimum 
wage for laborers with reasonable hours of 
work, decent housing, and the prospect of the 
laborer obtaining a bit of land for himself 
will all be within the scope of the powers of 
the commissioners, who will have authority 
to fix the price of land in the case of compul- 
sony acquisition. 

“The government proposes to remedy the 
grave deficiency of cottages in the country by 
building some themselves with state funds— 
and we have got a nice little fund at hand— 
the insurance reserve fund.”

Colonel Misquoted as Saying 
Brazil Should Dominate 
South America. 


DENTAL IS CORROBORATED 


Ex-President Honor Guest at 
Breakfast Given by Ruler 
at Rio Janeiro.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 22.—Accounts cabied 
here from Bahia of Col. Roosevelt's utter- 
ances in a speech delivered there several 
days ago have aroused animosity among the 
people of the Argentine republic. Col. Roose- 
velt is quoted as having said that the Unit- 
ed States must be paramount in North Amer- 
ica, and Brazil in South America, since they 
are the richest and greatest countries on 
the continent.“ 

Col. Roosevelt cabled today from Rio 
Janeiro a denial that he used the words at- 
tributed to him. The correspondent of La 
Prenso of Buenos Aires at Bahia cables that 
the expression which has stirred he anger 
of the Argentines was not in the colonel's 
speech at all, but wag part of an editorial 
in the speech in the Corre'o da Munha. 

The correspondent adds that what the 
colonel said was that the United States and 
Brazil were conveniently situated to impose 
peace on the world: 


Brazil President Entertains Colonel. 
RIO JANEIRO, Oct. 22.—Col. Roosevelt de- 
voted the morning hours today to a visit to the 
Supreme court and a breakfast at the Cattete 
palace, given in his honor by President Mar- 
shal Hermes Fonseca. Col. Roosevelt sat at 
the right of the president. The American 
ambassador, Edwin V. Morgan, was at his 
left.

Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 22.—The evidence 
with which the prosecution expects to con- 
vict Mrs. Jennie May Eaton of the murder 
of her husband, Rear Admiral Joseph G.

Most of the evidence today dealt with state- 
ments said to have been made by the defend- 
ant in letters and conversation regarding the 
admiral's alleged habit of dabbling with poi- 
sons and his alleged susceptibility where 
women were concerned. 

The last witness, Raiph P. Keyes, husband 
of Mrs. Eaton's older daughter, June, testi 
that he once heard Mrs. Eaton tell his wife 
that the admiral had put away more than 
100 men on his ship at one time by means of 
poison. 

June also said, according to her husband's 
testimony, that the admiral asked her wheth- 
er she cared if her mother and her husband. 
were put out of the way. 

I have to go down and look after him.“ 
was Mrs. Eaton's comment in reply to June’s 
story, as Keyes heard it. 

Keyes testified that Mrs. Eaton went to 
Assinippi the next morning. The admiral 
died on the following Saturday morning. 

The prosecution contends that the first dose 
of poison was given to the admiral on Thurs- 
day.

THE SPENCERS. 

Ide self-confessed murderer, Spencer, is 
not Spencer, but Skarupa. His father, a 
Polish immigrant, drank himself to suicide. 
An only brother died by his own hand a few 
years later. When “Spencer” was given 
his first prison term a sister, broken hearted 
over the unfortunate turn events had taken 
in her family, killed herself. Another sister 
died of tuberculosis. The Skarupa family 
came from Bunker street, the heart of one 
of Chicago's worst family slums.

But it is just as likely that he 
was driven to alcohol and to suicide by fhe 
grinding toll and the chverless home that 
was his lot in the new world. It is likely, we 
say, because this is just the thing that is 
happening day in and day out in the foreign 
quarters of this city. Thousands of Slav 
laborers, doing our coarsest and most haz- 
ardous work, and living in our worst tene- 
ments and hovels on the west side and else- 
where, are constantly drinking themselves 
to insanity, to suicide, to tuberculosis. Oc-

a blast furnace unfits any man for further 
work. The children of these men are“ Spen- 
cers of various degrees and shades. They 
are born puny, weak, defective, or with a 
pathological strain in their makeup. But 
they are not beyond reclamation. For the 
community to turn its back upon them and 
Gismiss them as hopeless degenerates, be- 
yond redemption, is to steer them deliber- 
ately in the path of crime and murder. 


GIVE US A CONVENTION. 

The Citizens’ association has come out 
emphatically for a constitutional convention 
“at thé earliest practicable date as the 
surest means of obtaining an additional 
charter power for the city and as the only 
means of securing the power to consolidate 
the three municipalities” (Chicago, Cook 
county, sanitary district). 

The council is urged to petition the gov- 
ernor of Illinois to call a special session of 
the legislature “to consider the supreme 
need for holding a constitutional conven- 
tion.” 

The special council committee on charter 
legislation, of which Ald. Capitain is chair- 
man, would do well to consider action on the 
line of the association's resolutions. The 
committee has been working on the theory 
advanced by Col. Foreman and taken up by 
the Association of Commerce that the line of 
least resistance is by way of a charter con- 
vention, but the committee consistently and 
wisely can take up the constitutional con- 
vention plan. It is far the better way to get 
a modern charter, more inclusive and more 
direct. We shall putter for years with 
piecemeal charter changes, and even after 
we have got all wecan get by this arduous 
method we shall lack what we seriously 
need, the larger consolidations of the metro- 
politan district. 

But Chicago ought not to look at the con- 
stitutional convention proposal from a selfish 
local point of view. We are citizens of the 
state and the state needs constitutional re- 
lief. Not only Chicago but the state has long 
outgrown the constitution of 1870, and while 
our needs may be more dramatic and urgent, 
they are not more real than those of the 
state. 

Tus Trisune hopes, therefore, that the 
widea wake, progressive press and people of 
Lilinois, regardless of party, will support the 
Citizens’ association and demand prompt 
action by the legislature. 

Let us have done with fighting at cross 


purposes. 


A CASE FOR WORLD POLICE. 

Mr. Edward B. Clark, the Washington 
correspondent of our neighbor, the Evening 
Post, writing from Panama, makes the 
startling statement: 

„It the governments of Venezuela and 
Ecuador would spend @ few thousand dol- 
lars today to stamp out yellow fever there 
never would be another case of the disease 
known to the world.“ 

Mr. Clark speaks, doubtless, upon the 
best authority, and his point suggests a 
phase of internationalism to which we oc- 
casionally advert. What are the rights of 
neighboring states when a nation permits 
a focus of disease to continue within its 
borders, to the peril and loss of such neigh- 
boring states? What are the rights of the 
civilized world, for that matter, in such 
case, since the intercommunication of peo- 
ples is worldwide? 

The situation in Ecuador and Venezuela 
would seem to offer a perfect illustration of 
the occasional need for what we have begun 
to formulate as an international police 
power. With the world contracting year 
by year, in the sense that means of com- 
munication are constantly multiplying and 
improving, the moral right to bring pressure 
to bear to compel the abatement of an Inter- 
national nuisance is becoming clearer. 

As to Ecuador, an invitation to Col. Gor- 
gas to clean up the pest hole, Guayaquil, 
was considered, but anti-Yankee sentiment 
was too strong. This is one of the evil re- 
sults of the fear and hostility being fanned 
into flame against us throughout Latin 
America. As Mr. Clark says, “ yellow fever 
may be bad, in a way, but from a South 
American viewpoint the Yankee is much 
worse.” 

This choice, however, has international 
consequences, and they should be impressed 
upon the nations responsible. But it is to be 
hoped the pressure will be applied by some 
other government than ours. Brazil, Ar- 
gentina, Chile, and Peru might give a strong 
diplomatic hint to the offending nations.

HOW TO END MALARIA, 

HEN the temperature of the at- 
mosphere remains below 65 de- 
grees for a while mosquitoes be- 
come inactive. Those females that 
are infected with malaria become 

harmless, for the malarial plasmodia within 
them fail to develop. This being true, no- 
body will be infected with malaria until 
next spring. | 

The malaria to keep the disease going is 
now stored away within human bodies. If 
the malarial people could become non- 
malarial it would not matter how many 
mosquitoes or frog ponds we have next 
spring. 

— 

When the malariai parasite gets into the 
blood it begins to develop young. These 
young are now in the asexual form of the 
malarial plasmodia. This asexual form 
causes chills and fever. 

In about two weeks, when left to itself, in 
addition to the asexual or chills and fever 
form, the plasmodium also begins to develop 
sexual forms. The sexual forms infect mos- 
quitoes, 

The chill and fever producers, the brothers 
to the sexual forms, cannot infect mosqui- 
toes. This being true, if a man would start 
taking quinine quickly, as soon as he got 
malaria, he could never infect mosquitoes. 

This sexual form, when taken into a mos- 
quito, develops into a form capable of in- 
fecting man. If it remains in the body of a 
man, is not sucked into a mosquito, after a 
few days it locates in the liver or spleen or 
bone marrow, where it lies dormant. Many 
of them die off from old age when they get 
to be six weeks old. These old, hardened 
— forms are not easily killed by qui- 

ne, 


— 
Now that the temperature is below 65 
much of the time, the mosquito is out of it. 


Can anything be done to clear up the mos- 


quito foci before spring? 

Bass says: “ All that is required for the 
complete eradication of malaria is for every- 
body who had malaria during a. warm sea- 
son to take the proper amount of quinine on 
each of two consecutive days in each of six 
consecutive weeks during the following cool 
season.” 

Suppose every person who had an attack 
of malaria last summer would begin in the 
middle of November and take twenty grains 
of quinine a day each Saturday and Sunday 
until the first of January. 

If Bass is right—and Bass knows ma- 
laria as well as anybody in the world—there 
would be no malaria next spring and sum- 
mer. There might be a few ague case sub- 
jects too much malaria soaked to be freed of 
the parasites by twelve treatments. Some 
of these would need iron and arsepic tonics 
and quinine continued over more than six 
weeks. 

However, even if a moderate number of 
ague case people were not cleaned up, the 
chance that the disease would disappear 
would be great. The history of malaria 
teaches that when the foci have become few 
the disease tends to disappear.

HARDENING OF ARTERIES. 

O. J. D. writes: What causes hardening 
of the arteries? Is it curable? By what 
general methods, baths, or medicine? How 
is this trouble prevented? 


REPLY. 

The tissues of young people are exceedingly 
elastic. The more elastic fibers of the tissues wear 
out more rapidly than other tissues. As they wear 
they are replaced by a harder, less elastic tissue, 
called fbrous tissue. It happens that the change 
from elastic to fibrous tissue in the arteries can be 
measures in a rough way by measuring the blood 
pressure. There is no satisfactory way to measure 
senility in the other tissues. 

When a man's blood pressure indicates that his 
arteries are old, as measured by wear, his other 
tissues are also worn, though it cannot be proved. 

The papers tell us of cures by radium. Maybe so, 
but I doubt it. To change one’s method of living 
is more rational. While cytes have a smal! field, 
the field of prevention is large. 

The method? Right living; temperance in eat- 
ing, drinking, working, worrying: avoiding infec- 


tions and subinfections, especially avoiding rheu- 
metism and gout.

ING GEORGE’S appointment of the 
Duke of Atholl to the chancellorship 
of the Order of the Thistle is particu- 
larly appropriate. He i@ the senior 
member of this Scottish counterpart 
of the Dnglish Order of the Garter, antedat- 
ing the foundation of the latter by several 
hundred years. 

The Order of the Thistle, to which only 
Scotch peers belong, and of which the Duke 
of Atholl has been a knight for forty-five 
years, is said to have originated in the vision 
of a bright St. Andrew's cross in the heavens, 
seen by Achatus, king of the Scota and 
Hungus king of the Picts, while they were 
engaged in prayer the night before their bat- 
tle with Atheletane, king of England, in the 
eighth century. 

The thistle was chosen as part of the badge 
of the order, owing to its being the national 
floral emblem of Scotiand. 

James V. reorganized the order in 1540 
assigning to its knights stalls in the now 
ruined chapel royal of Hollywood at Edin- 
burgh. 

James II., last of the Stuart kings of Great 
Britain, Queen Anne, and, in later years, 
George IV., modified its statutes. Now it has 
its chapel in St. Giles’; cathedral] at Edin- 
burgh. 


— 
The Duke of Atholl i# a splendid type of 
the old feudal nobility, such as survives no- 
where save in certain portions of Germany or 
Austria and in Scotland. He enjoys several 
distinctions, unique not only in Great Britain, 
but also in Europe. 

Among them is that.of being permitted to 
maintain a fullfiedged armed bod'yguard, with 
artillery complete, about a thousand strong, 
composed exclusively of members of that 
great Murray clan of which he is the chief- 
tain. Its regimental colors were presented to 
it fifty years ago by no less a personage than 
the late Queen Victoria on the occasion of 
one of her many stays at Blair Atholl, hie 
ancestral home in Perthshire. 

Another distinction, also unique, is that he 

owns a cathedyral—namely: that of Dunkeld, 
also in Perthshire. The sacred edifice at 
Dunkeld was created a cathedral and the 
seat of a bishopric by King David in 1127 
with the sanction of the pope, and it bears 
some resemblance to the cathedrai of Salis- 
bury. 
Beneath the chapter houge is the burial 
vault of the ducal house of Atholi, and within 
the cathedral walls rest the remains of many 
illustrious sons of Scotland, the most re- 
markable monument being that erected over 
the tomb of the Wolf of Badenoch,“ the 
Dari of Buchan and Badenoch, fourth son of 
King Robert II. 


~~ 
Blair Athol) is, as far as the exterior is 
concerned, a hideous old place, of no archi- 
tectural pretensions whatsoever. Its only 
remarkable feature is the incomparable dou- 
ble avenue of ancient elms by which it is ap- 
proached. 
A portion of the edifice dates back to the 
thirteenth century, and it is held by the Duke 
of Atholl from the crown by one of those 
strange tenures which are oocasionally to be 
found in Great Britain, the duke being under 
the obligation of presenting to the sovereign 
a white rose whenever he or she visits the 
castle, under penalty of forfeiture. 
The consequence is thet white roses have 
from time immemorial been kept in bloom at 
Blair Atholl all the years through, 80 as to be 
ready for any sudden and unannounced visit 
of the monarch; though the ruler would 
hardly venture in these modern times to exer- 
cise his undoubted right of confiscating the 
castle and the huge estates if there were no 
white roses at hand. 
Another feature of Blair Atholl, though of 
mors modern origin, ie the copper plated 
finial which surmounted the dome of the 
Mahdfe tomb at Omdurman, ahd which now 
figures on the top of one of the towers of Blair 


Atholl.

himself under Lord Kitchener at the battle 
of Omdurman, and who Picked up this trophy 
as his own particular piece of loot.

The duke, who is the only member of the 
house of lords to speak Gaelic with fluency, 
owns considerably more than 200,000 acres 
in Scotland, and lives almost entirely on his 
estates, where he has planted above 2,000,000 
larches. He was the first to introduce this 
tree into Scotland. 

He is a useful member of the British peer- 
age, beloved by all his People on his exten- 
sive estates, for whose moral and material 
welfare he considers himself responsible. 

His mother was one of the favorite ladies 
and most intimate confidantes of the late 
Queen Victoria. He himself was a boyhood 
friend of Edward VII. and was with him at 
the university. 

His wife, who died about ten years ago, and 
to whom he was devoted, was perhaps the 
most beautiful of the daughters of the late 
Sir Thomas Moncreiffe. The others include 
the now Dowager Countess of Dudley, Helen, 
Lady Forbes of Newe, and Lady Muir 
Mackenzie of Delvine.

Blair Atholl has been subjected to many 
sieges since the thirteenth century, notably 
auring the civil war, when Cromwell’s men 
blew up a portion of it with sunpowder. 

Half a century later it was held for King 
James II. against William of Orange, while in 
1745, its last experience of war, it was held 
for King George II. against @ force of High- 
lenders true to the cause of the Young Pre- 
tender and headed by no less a personage 
than Lord George Murray, younger son of the 
first Duke of Atholl and father of the third 
duke. 

It is worthy of notice that in all these Ja- 
cobite risings and also in nearty every one of 
the great ware and rebellions in Scotland, 
there were as many Murray serving on the 
one side as on the other.

The family of the Duke of Athol, and Uke- 
wise his entire clan of Murrays, are descended 
from one Freskine, a Dutchman, who came 
over to Scotland some 800 years ago and se- 
cured possession of extensive lands in Moray, 

His grandson was known as Sir Malcolm 
de Moravia, or Moray, and in the third gen- 
eration from him his surname was trans- 
formed from Moravia into Murray. That is 
the origin of the great clan of Murray, which 
has so many representatives on this side of 
the Atlantic. 

Sir John Murray of Tullibardine was one 
of the governors of King James VI. of Scot- 
land during that monarch’s minority, and 
master of his household, being raised to the 
peerage a Har! of Tullibardine. In due 
course of time the Earls of Tullibardine be- 
came Marquesses of Atholl, and then dukes 
of that ilk. 

For a time they exercised sovereign sway 
over the Isle of Man, the throne of which they 
had inherited through the marriage of the 
first Marquis of Atholl in 1650, to Lady Ame- 
Ha Stanley, only child and heiress of the 
2 Earl of Derby, who was also king of 

an. 

While their reign over the Isle of Man 
lasted, the coinage of thé island bore their 
effigies. The coins are today extremely rare.

In 1765 the third Duke of Atholl disposed 
of his sovereignty of the Isle of Man to 
George III of Great Britain on payment of 
$400,000 down and an annuity of $10,000 a 
year, which was subsequently Increased to 
$15,000 a year. 

Sixty years later the then Duke of Atholl 
compounded the annuity and afi his remain- 
ing rights in and over the soil of the Isle of

Worry Creep In.

HE other day I saw in a magazine a little 
sentiment that seemed written especially 
for us, and I saved it so that I might 
give it to you. Luther H. Gulick is the 
author of it. It doesn’t seem possible 

that it wasn't spoken directly to you and to me, 
does it? “See that all the hours of the day are 
so full of interesting and healthful occupations 
that there is no chance for worry to stick its 
nose in.” 

Don't you think that's a worth while senti- 
ment? Isn't it true that worry has a habit of 
creeping into minds that aren't occupiec?

May I tell you a little true story? The least 
worried woman that I have ever known was a 
woman with endless “cares.” She was unbe- 
lievably poor, even for the days when poverty 
was more prevalent than it is now and when 
there were no charitable organizations and 
when being poor meant staying poor, because 
there wasn't anything to do to get out of the 
morass of poverty. I don’t mean that there 
isn’t as much poverty in the world as there 
used to be and I don't mean that there isn’t a 
great deal of work to be done to help: make 
that poverty less, but years ago it was much 
harder being poor than it is now. There were 
few ere for the poor and no comforts 
at all. 

This dear little soul was poor in a small 
town. She had had eight children and the 
oldest one was only 13. Three of them had 
died. Every ill that a child could have all of 
them had had. When scarlet fever swept the 
town every one of them was stricken and one 
of them died. 


„ 


The tale of her trials is too sad to tell in 
detail. It seemed to me sometimes when I 
thought of her I should have died from the 
weight of misfortune that seemed to overtake 
me, if I had been she. But through everything 
she was cheerful, and to the world and to her 
children always happy and kind hearted. Her 
husband was a dependent cripple from an acci- 
dent. The list of the things she had to bear 
seems too large to be credible. It did seem it 
couldn't be possible when you met her that this 
smiling, sunny woman was burdened with all 
of that care, almost too much for a woman to 
live through. 

One day I couldn't help asking her how she 
managed. That day I had been a little down 
hearted and a little dissatisfied and I had gone 
to her for help. Why, there's no secret to it,” 
she said. “I get up in the morning and start to 
work. And I work all day. And when I He 
down at night I know that there's more work 
to be done the next day, so I daren’t lie awake 
and worry or I'll not be able to work. I'm too 
busy all of the time to think about the way 
things are going. And, anyway, I'm big and 
strong and healthy, and that’s an awful lot to 
have to be grateful for.”

I went home with a shamed heart. 

what the matter was. I had been worrying 


about something that I never should have wor- 


ried about if I had been too busy to bother 
about triſſes. 

All of that happened many, many years ago, 
long before all of the modern popular writing 
about the joy of work.

FOUR COUNTIES REJECT AID. 


Logan, McLean, Knox, and De Witt 


Decline State Assistance. 


The state highway commission—A. P. Gash, 
James P. Wilson, and 8S. E. Bradt yesterday 
made an. inspection of the roads in Cook 
county which it proposed to improve first. 

The commission intimated clearly it is 
ready to pass upon the specifications for 
Cook county, and added it would require bet- 
ter roads where the traffic is heavy than in 
the rural districts in which the teaming is 
less. 

On their trip of inspection they were ac- 
companied by County Commissioners Board, 


Coonley, and Anderson. Their first stop was 


at Ontario street, where a concrete pavement 
hae been laid. The large cracks on this con- 
crete and the lack of repairs did not make, 
a favorable impression. 
Examine Evanston Roadway. 
Next they examined Hinman avenue, in 
Evanston. This is a macadam street which 
has been resurfaced with a tar mixture In 
the home county of both Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Bradt there are about fifteen miles of ma- 
cadam roadways which need resurfacing. 
Another stop was made on the mile of sam- 
ple concrete roadway between Evanston and 
Niles Center which is now being constructed. 
Except for the first 200 feet laid the commis- 
sion had no criticism. ‘This first 200 feet ap- 
peared to be “ soft " and rough for concrete. 
Later an inspection was made of Twelfth 
street and of Milwaukee avenue, which the 
county board proposes to improve next sum- 
mer. The members of the state commission 
will return later to inapect other roads. 


„ Four Counties Reject Aid. 

The one big surprise of the state com mis- 
sion since it came into existence last July 
was the failure of Logan, MoLean, Knox. and 
De Witt counties to accept state aid in the 
construction of good roads. Bloomington is 
located in MpLean county, Lincoln in Logan 
county, Galesburg in Knox county, and Clin- 
ton in De Witt couty, which are four of the 
more prominent cities of the state. 

“My guess on the reason of their refusal 
is that much of the land in these counties is 
owned by wealthy men who live in the cities,” 
said one of the members of the commission. 
“They do not farm. They rent their farms, 
and they probably figure they can get as high

A week ago there was wide dit- 
ference of opinion, and the bankers recog- 
nized the danger of being sued by their 
clients if they obeyed the letter of the aw 
and being sued by the government if they 
did not. 

There still is a wide difference of opinion 
on some features, but the program represents 
majority ideas on each feature. Should the 
government attorneys issue their interpreta- 
tion within a few days, prior to Mov. 1, when 
the banks must begin acting one way or an- 
other, and that interpretation should differ 
frem that of the banks, the present program 
will be abandoned. Otherwise the banks will 
act in concert and take a common chance of 
litigation from one side or the other. 


Recommendation to Bankers. 

Of prime importance to the houses dealing 
in real estate mortgages is this recommends- 
tion to the banking Institutions: 

“There is no obligation to wkhhold at the 
‘source’ upon real estate mortgages made 
by individuals unless the annual interest es- 
ceeds 33.000. 

This means there is to be no deduction of the 
tax imposed on the mortgagor in paying his 
interest or the investment house selling the, 
mortgage unless the interest exceeds $3,000 
a year. It is admitted by a rather broad inter- 
pretation and is particularig welcomed by 
mortgage buyers.
